_ The Elba City Council met in spe- 
cial session Tuesday night, May 3rd, 


to handle such items as certifying the 
wet-dry petition submitted to the city 
last week, 

The official list contained names 
of 432 verified Elba citizens. Only 


Friday’s hearing on restraining order 
against Mayor Haywood unnecessary

The hearing scheduled last Friday 
moming before Circuit Judge Terry 
Butts on the restraining order the 
judge had issued earlier in the week 
was nol necessary. 

The temporary restraining order 
was in the name of the City of Elba 
and was issued on signed complaints 
by council members Bill Brunson 
and John W. Sharpless. It prevented 
Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood from 
firing new City Clerk James Nichols 
(or any other city employee). It also 
prevented Haywood from interfering 
with the City Clerk performing his 
duties. Nichols had reported to work 
the morning after being appointed by 
the city council only to have Hay- 
wood assign him to the landfill to 
count trucks and estimate the 
amount of trash in each vehicle. this 
was an assignment Nichols didn’t 
take and the mayor subsequently 
suspended him for not being on the 
job. That suspension was followed 
by the restraining order. 

The council members, Mayor 
Ricky Haywood and attorneys for 
both sides were called into confer- 
ence by Butts before he started the 
official hearing on the matter. The 
judge explained he always tried to 


get the parties involved to settle dis- 
putes before he had to rule in the is- 
sue. 

After about an hour and a half 
Butts announced he was issuing an 
order in accordance with an agree- 
ment reached by all parties. 

Attorney Bill Stokes had argued 
that the mayor had certain legal 
rights which were violated in the ap- 
pointment of Nichols. However that 
issue was never decided by the 
judge, due to the agreement reached 
by those involved. 

The order signed by Butts read: 
“By agreement and Stipulation of 
parties and their attorneys the Tem- 
porary Restraining Order to remain 
in effect until the court sets a final 
hearing upon motion of either party. 
The defendant is granted the right to 
further argue and be heard on de- 
fendant's motion to dissolve the 
plaintiff s application for permanent 
injunction,” 

TLB, Judge 

The agreement left Nichols in of- 
fice as City Clerk. However either 
Haywood or the city council can re- 
quest Butts to set the matter for a 
hearing, 

While the restraining order is still 
temporary, it will remain in force in- 
definitely, because of the agreement 
by all parties involved. 


337 were needed to get the issue on 
the June 7th ballot. 

The official call for the June 7th 
wet-dry election is published in this 
issue of The Elba Clipper. 

Several question about wet-dry is- 
sue were posed to City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan by the mayor and 
city council members. 

He explained that the council 
must call the election at the next 
general election after the names 
were certified. Also announced was 
that all votes in the liquor issue 
would be cast at the Army Reserve 
Center on N. Claxton Avenue, 

Vaughan noted this was because 
as a purely municipal election, the 
wet-dry issue voles must be cast 
where other municipal elections are 
held. Therefore many Elba citizens 
will be forced to vote at two loca- 
tions on June 7th. They will vote at 
one of three locations, Army Re- 
serve Center, National Guard Ar- 
mory or at the funeral home in Mul- 
berry Heights for the elective offices 
on the statewide and county ballot. 
Then they will vote at the Reserve 
Center only in the wet-dry issue. 

Paper ballots may be used in this 
wet-dry election if there are no extra 
machines available from Coffee 
County, again according to the at- 
torney. 

Reverend Tony Dye asked about 
the use of separate machines for the 
liquor issue. He also asked when 
photo copies of the petition would be 
available. 

City Clerk Jim Nichols said cop- 
ies would be available as of Wednes- 
day morning. 

The council approved a request

County work release prisoners don’t like jail 


Two inmates at the Coffee 
County Jai! decided that they did not 
like being in jail so they decided not 
to retum. 

Rozado Blackmon, 18, of Enter- 
prise and Shelley Cunningham, a 
State prisoner being held at the 
county jail, both are particpants in 
the county’s work release program 

Late Wednesday afternoon, April 
27, Blackmon was reported missing 
from his assigned work release loca- 
tion, Officers were alerted to this 
fact and were in the process of at- 
tempting to locate him. 

According to reports, a family 
member was returning Blackmon to 
the jail when he decided he was not 
quite ready to go back behind bars. 

As the car carrying him pulled up 
in the parking area at the jail, he 
jumped out and ran. 

Jail Administrator Zack Ennis, 
who was leaving the jail at that time 
to go look for Blackmon, took off in 
“hot pursuit,” 

Chief Deputy Ben Moates who 
was alerted as to what was taking 
place joined in the chase, 

The pursuing officers thought that 
they had the “runner” comered in a 


barn located on Byrd Mill Creek 
Road just across U. S. Hwy. 84 from 
the jail, but he somehow managed to 
get into Ennis’ vehicle and the chase 
was On again, 

Deputy Moates’ car was side- 
swiped as Blaackmon was making 
his second get away. 

The escapee, on his newly ac- 
quired vehicle, headed toward Enter- 
prisc. Two sheriffs deputies, Paul 
Goldsmith, Jr, and Jack Hubert, were 
monitoring the situation as they were 
en route from Enterprise to join the 
chase. 

The two deputies, along with 
Moates, attempted to stop the escap- 
ee with a “rolling roadblock.” 

Blackmon lost control of the vehi- 
cle which he was driving and ended 
up in the ditch,

bailed out the window of _ the 
wrecked sheriff's car and the race 
Was on - again!

A proposal from Haywood that 
the city buy a $500 lawn mower to 
cul the special grass at the Elba Pub- 
lic Library resulted in the donated 
use of the needed reel type mower. 
Council member John W. Sharpless 
said he had such a mower in his gar- 
age and would be glad for it to be 
used at the library. 

J. C. Stuckey was approved as a 
part-time summer employee to oper- 


ate the mosquito sprayer for 15-20 
hours a week. 

The council approved payment of 
two outstanding bills and the weekly 
payment of umpires in the recreation 
program. 

The low bidder for much of sum- 
mer recreauion equipment is in Tex- 
as. Haywood read a letter from the 
firm that they would be unable to de- 
liver because of striking truck driv- 
ers, The mayor recommended the 
purchase of the equipment locally, 
The council agreed to this request. 

City Clerk Jim Nichols proposed 
the city trucks no longer furnish dirt 
to home owners, due to the heavy 
work load on the employees, 

The motion made was city trucks 
will only haul dirt needed to improve 
right-of-ways. Haywood abstained 
from voting on this issue.

On Wednesday, May 27, at ap- 
proximately 8:57 p.m., the Elba Po- 
lice Department was notified that a 
robbery had occurred at Toddakins

According to reports, the clerk, 
who was alone in the store at the 
lime, was approached by a lone 
white male armed with a sawed-off 
shotgun, He demanded that she give 
him all the money in the cash regis- 
ter. 

The man was described as being 
approximately 5'-8" tall and weigh- 
ing approximately 165 Ibs.

CAP units search for 
source of ELT signal 


verne, AL rare 
near Luve since 1987. During this time, 


Members of the Alabama Wing 
Civil Air patrol were notified early 
sunday morning by the Air force 
Rescue Coordination Center that an 
electronic locator transmitter (ELT) 
had been received by the Search and 
Rescue Satellite. 

There had been no reports of 
missing aircraft which could possi- 
bly sct off the signal. however, there 
were definite readings in the vicinity 
of Luverne, AL. 

The general area where aircrew, 
and ground teams heard the signal 
was one of no known airficlds or 
landing strips. In fact, the terrain was 
a thick wooded, swampy areca, 

Absence of the signal for several 
hours brought the mission to a close 
with no casualties or aircraft spotted. 

Thirty-five members of the Ala- 
bama Wing Civil Air Patrol respond- 
ed to the mission. The Maxwell Sen- 
ior Squadron at Maxwell AFB 
assisted in the mission by providing 
manpower and aircraft. 

The Military Assistance to Secur- 
ity and Traffic (MAST) helicopter 
from Ft. Rucker was used early on in 
the search. Other squadrons partici- 
pating were Elba, Dothan and Lee 
County. 

The mission was assisted by local 
media reaching Out to citizens to 
contact the Civil Air Patrol based at 
the Luverne Airport in the event they 
may have had any information Iead- 
ing to the prompt location of the sig- 
nal’s source, 

The Civil Air Patrol is still ready 
to re-initiate the search if the ELT 
signal reappears.

When Mama tied her apron strings

The endless possibilities mad 
my heart flip-flop every morning, As 
Mama stood at the foot of my bed 
calling me to face each childhood 
day, she'd always be tying her apron 
strings. 1 now realize that Mama's 
aprons were just fabric coverings 
which she added over her worn 
housedresses. But long ago they 
seemed more magical than the cape 
on Superman in my brother's comic 
book; they were mystical garments 
whose varied uses only a day would 
tell, 

Mama's apron met a stern test at 
the kitchen cabinet and the cook- 
stove. For there it's full skirt and 
bibbed top were called upon to catch 
grease popping from the ham or bat- 
ter from the flap jacks. And extra 
flour from the gingerbread, the 
chicken dumplings, or the pie crusts 
was poofed upon it. Wet hands, 
washed free of sticky dough and 
necded quick to stir the stew, were 
dried with the handy garment’s edge. 

We older siblings would prepared 
to meet the rolling store; Mama’d 
carefully take a litte money from 
her apron pocket. “Two Big Red tab- 
lets, sugar, and some tobacco for 
your Daddy; what's left in stick can- 
dy,” she’d smile. Then quickly she'd 
turn to Sue--whose heart was broken 
to be left behind--and she'd gently 
wipe the baby’s tears on her cover- 
all, the worn garment which faintly 
read “6-8-4” in blue. 

Springtime we'd be in the garden 
as the morning sun rose higher. 
Mama’d be showing us how to train 
the little runners on the pole beans, 
how to start them on their journey up 
the strings. Then we'd hear her 
shout, "Well, I'll declare! This let- 
tuce is plenty big or a mess. And the 
radishes and onions are raring, too.” 
Pretty soon she'd leave the garden 
with her apron-turned-basket brim- 
ming over with the spring's first 
bounty. 

A short while later we'd troop to- 
ward the hen house. We'd sashay by 
the corn crib for a couple ears of 
corn which Mama’d shell into her 
tied-up apron-pail. I'd keep my dis- 
tance as the flogging settin’ hen left 
her nest for the food. Soon I'd hear 
my courageous Mama _— squeal, 
“They've hatched!” Then, “Oh, you 
bad, bad momma, you’ve injured 
your babies.” 

The fantastic apron instantly 
changed into an ambulance. It 
rushed the struggling biddies to a 
quickly-improvised high-risk nur- 
sery, a box with clean rags under- 
neath the warm woodstove. Once the 
little doodies were breathing casier 
Mama’d say, ““Spect I better tie on a 
clean apron ‘fore I get dinner.” Then 
once again my heart beat faster just 
to see her hands behind her back, ty- 
ing together her enchanting apron 
strings. 

Afternoons sometimes found us 
visiting Miss Mamie. Once wel- 
comed properly, we children would 
play quictly. Mama’d take needle, 
thread, and thimble from her knock- 
about apron pocket. While the neigh- 
bors talked, Mama’d patch a pair of 
overalls for little Bill. Then home 
we’d head, sweet potatoes from Miss 
Mamie’s hill caught up in my 
Mama’s apron skirt. 

If primroses were blooming be- 
side the gravel road we'd skip along 
and pick a few for Mama. She’d 
glow and add them to the ‘taters; the 
spacious apron became a vase. 

The everday aprons which 
Mama tied on were often sewn 
quickly from the rough guano sacks; 
I had my first sewing machine les- 
sons while making them, Pretty flor- 
al feedsacks were sometimes spared 
for a knock-about apron for my 
Mom; these were fashioned more 
cautiously, The finest stitches Mama 
could make, however, and even bits 
of lace, were used when making 
Sunday aprons, It was important that 

they look nice since they were quick- 
ly donned over church dresses when 
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ame for dinner 

Mama used aprons in so 
many way They t bowls; 
he'd shell peas and butterbeans in 
their yard-wide tails. In them she 
would transport eggs from the hen 
house or from a stolen nest which 
she located in the woods while out 
for a litthe walk on Sunday after 
noon, 

She would take off her apron and 
lic it around a sick baby’s head if 
they were caught unexpectedly in a 
downpour, Or if the baby wet its hip- 
pin’ while she washed at the spring, 
Mama’d lay the little one gently 
across her lap and sacrifice her 
apron, folding and pinning it to cov- 
er the small bare bottom 

When we came to the table to eat 
Mama’d put a couple of big catty- 
logs into the bottom of a straight 
chair, Then she'd place a toddler 
thereon and, lastly, te the young 
child securely into the chair, again 
using her versatile apron, 

Mama’s _ sisters--Jessic, Zula, 
Margaret, and Bert--would all come 
to visil--plus their husbands and a 
passel 0’ younguns. Before long the 
womenfold would be cooking up a 
storm in the kitchen, and the won- 
derful smells would be drifting out- 
side. Then the flies would come 
flocking in, especially as we kids ran 
in and out, leaving the makeshift 
screen door ajar. When this hap- 
pened Mama and her sisters took off 
their aprons and declared war on the 
flies. While one of the Shirley girls 
stood near the door to open and 


ecame 


close it, the others stationed them- 
selves in the furthermost corners of 
the room. They began to swish and 
pop their aprons back and forth, 
scaring the flies in their wake. The 
ladies flapped and flopped the 
aprons until they had a big drove of 
the insects near the exit. The door 
was then flung open and a batch of 
them driven out. It would then be de- 
cent in the kitchen for about an hour, 
Then the room would again be thick 
with the pesky flies and the women- 
folk would, once more, take off their 
handy aprons and have another big 
“fly drive”, 

If Mama caught a stray chicken 
or a dog on cither the front or the 
back porch she’d begin shooing and 
scaring them away with the bottom 
part of her apron in a rapid flight. I 
sometimes felt as if Mama’s apron 
was part of the reason we were re- 
spectable folk, that it helped give us 
dignity, separate us--though poor we 
were--from “pore white trash”. 

Yes, the uses to which Mama put 
her aprons excited me when I was a 
kid. So whenever she began, early ‘a 
morning, tying on her apron strings 
my mind started whirling, wonder- 
ing just what she’d use the cover-up 
for during that day. You see--my 
Mama's apron strings, when tied, 
were not the kind that bound her off- 
springs to her, They were never ones 
to restrict her children’s growth nor 
their freedom to expand. Instead the 
tics held a simple fabric shield 
around her body; around her big, 
wise heart. 

Mama’s now well past her four- 
score years and I’m knocking on my 
three but whenever I go to visit and 
she's tying on an apron I still get an 
excited flutter, My mind flits back to 
a colton patch where my young 
brothers, sisters, and I were picking 
scrap cotton for a little Christmas 
cash, My pricked hands were almost 
in blood, my back was frozen in a U- 
shape, and hunger pangs were telling 
me that I was “soon to PASS”. Then 
Mama arrived, just like the angel of 
mercy that came to feed old Elijah 
when he was starving and down- 
and-out. Mama thrust her hands into 
her ample apron pockets and brought 
forth abundantly, food that saved the 
body and sustained the soul, warm 
teacakes wrapped in waxed paper 
and smelling deliciously of Granny’s 
ginger.

lam sure that what we call “coun 
ry stores” evolved many, many 
year: There was a need and 
omeone saw it and supplied that, 

In this area, | remember that there 
was one every few miles in nearly 
every direction. In the 1920's there 
was little motorized transportation, 
so many walked to the nearest store 
lo get the necessary items for every- 
day living, Canned goods were the 
main items stocked. Tobacco was 
also much in demand, Kerosene was 
a necessily. It was used in lamps and 
lanterns to give the only light availa- 
ble after dark. It was a common 
practice to fill the 1 gallon can with 
kerosene and nearly always the 
small cup on the spout was lost so an 
Irish potato was stuck into it to keep 
the oil from sloshing out. Potatoes 
kept well so they were available. 
The country store was a central 
meeting place where people got the 
news of what was going on. Many 
umes they were the voting place for 
that beat, The owner was the person 
who ran the store and that made him 
a leader of the community. He and, 
in rare cases, she extended credit to 
worthy customers. 

I will try to name some of the 
ones I remember. These are from 
early days.

on the southeast corner in a wooden 
building next to his house J. W 
“Button” Grimes had his store, It 
was a well know fixture of its day 
He did a large business and was a 
powerful leader of the community. 
Voting took place in his store and all 
politicians tried to get him on their 
side, Only two or three miles north 
at Pine Level was the Os Cooper 
store and about the same distance 
south was Horace Donaldson's store 
at Curtis. You must remember that 
in those days, a little money went a 
long way. There were a number of 
small stores that were only 8 feet x 
10 feet and next to the owner's 
house. They were only opened up 
when someone called them to the 
door to let them buy some of the 
small list of items available, Crack- 
ers came in a barrel and were put 
into a sack after you told them how 
many you wanted, Cucumber pickles 
also were in a barrel, These were 
only available in the larger stores. 
Also the larger stores had ice boxes 
with soft drinks. No cans, just glass 
bottles. The ice truck came every 
few days to renew the ice. A spigot 
came out the bottom so the melted 
water was carried outside and emp- 
tied from the bucket used for that 
purpose. Roy Barlow has had a store 
at Basin, and still does, as long as I 
can recall. 

Up the Troy road was a large 
store operated by Frank Price. That 
was this side of Zion Chapel. On the 
New Brockton road, the nearest one 
to town was John Bradshaw. He op- 
erated it until he was killed in an au- 
tomobile accident. It never went well 
after that. J. P. McCall had one on 
the left about 4 miles out. Leon Rob- 
erts had another near Brockton, 

One of the largest and most prof- 
itable ones was run by Jimmy 
George Wise way down the Samson 
road past Damascus. Another large 
country store is at Damascus. It has 
been there since before 1890. It was 
first owned by a farmers association, 


s Siephens bought it from Marion 
and Andrew Morrow in 1917, Upon 
his death, his son, Robert Stephens 
ran it from 1946 until January of 
1991, Robert farmed and sold a lot 
of fresh produce from his store 
Many people stocked their freezers 
every year with his production, It 
has changed hands at least twice 
since he left. It is located directly 


across the road from the old Ste 
phens home. 
There was another store across 


from the Johnny Wise home on the 
Victoria road, I believe Mr. Wise ran 
it. Of course there were two stores al 
Victoria at the crossroads. One I re- 
member was run by Bill Thomas, 

There were a number of small 
places. I recall Ed Taylor had one in 
the city limits on Opp road. R. C. 
Grantham had a large one on out the 
Opp road, Walter and Bertie Mock 
had one down the Samson road, Peo- 
ple stopped there to be entertained 
by Bertie Mock. She was a real char- 
acter. 

All of these stores sold sugar, 
canned goods, snuff, tobacco, and 
there was only about 3 or 4 kinds of 
ready rolled cigarettes. Of course, 
salt was a big seller. Everyone used 
it to preserve meats. Coffee was a 
must. Much of it was sold as green 
beans. It was placed into a baking 
pan and roasted in the oven. It had to 
be done just right to be good. Then it 
was placed in a coffee grinder to be 
ground up for boiling. Most of the 
coffee was boiled and then strained 
or let it settle before it was poured. 
A few grounds were part of drinking 
good, strong coffee. The aroma was 
smelled outdoors. 

I am sure that I have left out 
stores that others remember, but this 
give an idea of what it was like in 
those by gone days. It was not much 
different when you lived in town. 
There were no super markets. Each 
store, more or less, had a specialty 
that made it different. I will try to 
cover the early stores of Elba in an- 


other column,

County Commission approves expenditures totaling over $315,000

Members of the Coffee County 
Commission took more than fifteen 
minutes to decide whether or not to 
spend $428 but voted to spend 
$14,000 plus in less than 30 seconds, 

This all took place afler one com- 
missioner, Bernest Brooks, ques- 
tioned the commission's voting to 
spend “large sums of money” with- 
out having more than a few minutes 
to make a decision on whether or not 
to do so. 

Monday’s meeting was mostuy 
one of conducting routine business 
with the longest discussion coming 
on a motion made by Commissioner 
Robert Stephens. 

County Engineer Mark Pool relat- 
ed to members of the commission 


that the mayor of Kinston had re 
quested that the county haul approxi 
mately 300 cubic yards of clay to the 
site of the town’s recreation park, 

Pool estimated that the cost of the 
clay - if the county chose to charge 
the town for it - would be approxi 
mately $428. 

Commission Stephens made a 
mouion to furnish the clay at “no 
charge” to the town, Commissioner 
Wendell Black seconded the motion. 

During the discussion of Ste- 
phens’ motion, the point was made 
that the commission had voted in a 
previous mecting to contribute a 
maximum of $10,000 toward the 
construction of the Kinston recrea- 
tion park complex. This would con- 
sist mainly, if not totally, of in-kind 
work performed by the county high- 
way department. 


Pool told commissioners that 
work done on the park presently 
stood at about $9,200.00 in value. 
He further stated that the request for 
clay would not put this figure over 
the $10,000 cap 

There was also a request from the 
Soil Conservation Service to assist 
them in correcting an erosion prob- 
lem at the town’s park. It was esti- 
mated that this work, if done, would 
not put the county over the agreed- 
upon-amount of $10,000, 

Both the amendment and the mo- 
lion passed by a unanimous vote of 
the commission, 

The approval to spend $14,000 
for “‘a car” came up right at the close 
of Monday’s session. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel asked that the commission ap- 
prove the transfer of funds - within 


the budget - to purchase an automo 
bile, He made his request in the form 
of a motion, Commissioner Jack 
Hanson seconded the motion 

The motion, without any discus- 
sion, passed with Commissioner Ste- 
phens casting the lone dissenting 
vote. 

Due to a noisy air conditioner and 
the lack of proper use of the public 
address system by the commission- 
ers, members of the media were un- 
able to hear - if it was stated - from 
what part of the budget the funds 
were being transferred from and to 
where. 

After the commission adjourned, 
members. of the media, along with 
this reporter, questioned commis- 
sioners concerning the amending of 
the budget for the purchase of an au- 
tomobile. They referred all questions
